Tribute  to  a man 

President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon,  news  commentator  Paul  Harvey, 
and  students  and  faculty  of  the  “largest 
privately-owned  university”  turned  the  annual 
faculty  assembly  into  a tribute  to  out-going 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

The  assembly  started  off  with  the  pep  groups 
performing  and  the  appearance  of  a slightly 
shortened  Cosmo.  When  the  real  Cosmo,  Chris 
Dowling,  struggled  to  disrobe  him,  the  imposter 
turned  out  to  be  President  WUkinson,  From  there, 
the  President  and  his  wife  were  seated  to  watch  a 
slide  presentation  and  entertainment. 

The  slides  pictured  a short  and  humorous  history 
of  BYXJ  since  1951  when  President  Wilkinson  took 
office.  The  President’s  famous  face  was 
super-imposed  on  portraits  of  the  Mona  Lisa, 
Napoleon,  Blue  Boy  and  Henry  VIII,  with 
comments  jesting  at  the  President’s  policy  on 
beards,  short  skirts  and  long  hair. 

Recorded  messages  from  President  Joseph 
Fielding  Smith  and  Paul  Harvey  were  played  and  a 
telegram  from  President  Nixon  was  read  to  the 
audience.  Former  ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton 
presented  President  Wilkinson  and  his  wife,  Alice, 
with  “lifetime”  activity  cards,  complete  with 
pictures  and  the  student  body  numbers  000001  and 
000002. 

Skits  involving  faculty  and  administration 
members  and  President  Wilkinson  (alias  Scott  • 
Whitaker)  caricatured  aspects  of  BYU  life.  The 
various  college  deans  appeared  in  barrels  and  rags 
protesting  “President  Wilkinson’s”  proposed  budget 
that  required  the  deans  to  personally  replace  every 
dollar  that  their  respective  colleges  went  over  the 
budget.  The  final  skit  joked  at  the  President’s  most 
relevant  issue:  keeping  off  the  grass.  His  final 
statement  on  the  subject  was  “Get  your  bod  off  the 
sod!” 

For  the  finale,  the  combined  choruses  of  BYU 
and  the  Brass  Choir  joined  in  performing  President 
Wilkinson’s  favorite  song,  “The  Battle  Hymn  of  the 
Republic.”  During  the  song,  hundreds  of  students 
held  up  cards  saying  “Bye,”  “Thanks,”  and  “We’ll 
Miss  You,  President”  and  followed  up  with  a 
standing  ovation.

‘Is  Grass  Relevant?’’ 


WOLSEY : President,  we  were  just  talking  about 
that  very  thing.  Dean  Cameron  and  I have  agreed 
that  the  main  issues  confronting  us  today  must 
become  part  of  our  campus  life;  must  become 
discussed  and  argued  over  by  students.  But  in  order 
to  make  the  main  issue  really  the  main  issue  we 
must  find  a way  to  make  it  relevant.  The  main  issue 
must  be  relevant. 

PRESIDENT:  Yes.  We  must  take  that  main  issue, 
that  fundamental  problem  which  is  confronting 
every  student,  not  only  here  at  Brigham  Young 
University-the  largest  privately-owned  university  in 
America-I  say  we  must  take  that  main  issue  and 
translate  it  into  the  language  of  our  student  body.  ■ 
I’ve  got  to  be  relevant,  I know  that . 

WOLSEY : We  could  bring  Senator  Moss  to  our 
campus  to  . . . 

PRESIDENT:  No.  he  doesn’t  care  for  grass. 

CAMERON:  We  could  stage  a duel  between  Brian 
Walton  and  Paul  Harvey. 

WOLSEY:  Quiet.  This  office  may  be  bugged  by 
Qniversity  Standards. 

PRESIDENT:  I have  it.  I have  found  a way  to 
couch  the  greatest  problem  of  our  day  in  relevant 
words.  Words  carefully  chosen  to  get  to  heart  of  the 
problem,  and  the  students.  Words  with  an  effect  as 
potent  and  long-lasting  as  a piece  of  breaded  sur- 
prise at  Cannon  Center. 

WOLSEY,  CAMERON:  This  is  an  awesome 
moment.  Tell  us  the  words. 

PRESIDENT:  The  words  are  . . . the  words  are: 
GET  YOUR  BOD  OFF  THE  SOD!” 


WOLSEY : Relevance,  relavance,  relevance. 
Somehow  we’ve  got  to  convince  the  President  that 
our  students  want  relevance. 

CAMERON:  Yes.  We’ve  got  to  make  him  under- 
stand that  things  are  bothering  them;ecology,  man’s 
inhumanity  to  man,  wars,  strife  social  inequalities, 
plus  the  fact  that  there  still  two  weeks  in  the  year 
not  designated  as  special  weeks.  These  real  problems 
are  on  their  minds. 

WOLSEY:  But  all  the  president  keeps  harping  on 
is  ‘don’t  walk  on  the  grass,’  ‘don’t  cut  the  corners,’ 
‘don’t  stand  on  the  grass,’  ‘don’t  hold  hands  on  the 
grass,  and  furthermore,  get  your  haircut.’ 

CAMERON:  Well,  we’ve  got  to  get  the  students 
involved  in  social  issues. 

(Enter  ‘President  Wilkinson’) 

PRESIDENT:  Members  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
members  of  the  faculty,  members  of  this  great 
student  body,  and  Karl  G.  Maeser.  As  I passed  the 
Maeser  Building  this  morning,  the  building  named 
after  that  great  man,  1 was  reminded  that  1 had  the 
flu  there  in  1918  . . . 

CAMERON:  Yeh?  I got  sick  there  when  I was  a 
student.  Seems  there  was  this  horrible  English 
teacher . . . 

PRESIDENT:  Don’t  interrupt.  I’m  practicing  my 
farewell  address.

Truman  G.  Madsen,  professor  of 
philosophy  and  director  of  the 
Institute  of  Mormon  Studies, 
added  that  “with  a schedule  of 
some  of  the  most  learned  and 
renowned  historians  as  lecturers, 
the  symposium  promises  to  be 
very  educational  and  interesting 
for  all  who  attend.”

Student  loan  dilemma

Carol  Sims,  18  and  black,  sat  in 
a community  center  in  Chicago’s 
South  Side  ^etto  and  listened  to 
the  counselor  outline  possible 
alternatives  if  none  of  the  nine 
colleges  to  which  she  had  applied 
came  up  with  enough  financial 
aid. 

“I’ve  wanted  to  be  a neurologist 
since  I was  in  the  fourth  grade, 
but  my  family  can’t  help-not  at 
all,”  the  high  schoo.l  senior  said. 

Her  tall,  lanky  frame  slouched 
in  the  folding  chair,  but  her  dark 
brown  eyes  showed 
determination.  She  ran  a hand 
over  her  short  cropped  hair  and 
accepted  the  counselor’s 
suggestion  that  she  look  throxigh 
catalogues  of  smaller  schools  with 
more  money  available  to  help 
minority  students. 

Paul  Durham,  20  and  white, 
walked  across  the  campus  of  the 
New  York  University  and  told 
how  he  was  turned  down  when  he 
applied  for  a federally  guaranteed 
loan  in  New  Jersey. 

Middle  Income  Hurt 

“They  decided  we  were  not  in 


need,”  he  said.  “Somebody  in  the 
middle  upper  income  bracket, 
even  though  all  the  money  was 
spent,  doesn’t  have  a chance.” 

The  journalism  junior  said  he 
commutes  from  his  home  in 
Tenafly,  N.J.,  and  pays  for  his 
tuition— recently  raised  to  $1,500 
a year— from  magazine  work  he 
does  in  his  spare  time. 

Carol  and  Paul  come  from 
different  backgrounds,  financially 
and  socially,  but  they  have  a 
problem  in  common.  It  is  one 
they  share  with  thousands  of  their 
contemporaries  across  the  nation: 
how  to  pay  for  college. 

Despite  efforts  by  Congress,  the 
federal  government,  state 
legislatures,  colleges,  foundations 
and  private  donors  during  the  past 
decade,  the  supply  of  financial  aid 
has  not  been  able  to  keep  pace 
with  the  needs  of  a mushrooming 
student  enrollment  in 
economically  troubled  times. 

Reasons  for  Problem 
Increasing  tuition,  declining 
part-time  job  markets,  the 
pressures  of  inflation  and  “tight 
money”  all  have  contributed  to 
students’  financial  problems. 


In  many  cases,  the  very 
programs  set  up  to  help 
them  — economic  opportunity 
grants,  work-study,  low-interest 
national  defense  loans  and 
higher-interest  federally 
guaranteed  loans— either  have  not 
worked  or  become  so 
overburdened  they  do  not 
function  properly. 

That  is  why  Carol  had  to  shop 
around  for  a college  or  university 
not  so  much  on  the  basis  of  its 
pre-med  curriculum  as  on  the 
amount  of  financial  aid  it  had  left 
to  help  her  through  school. 

It  is  why  Paul,  who  planned  to 
take  advantage  of  the  federal 
guaranteed  loan  program,  found 
his  bank  had  allocated  a set 
amount  of  its  funds  for  such  loans 
and  decided  it  must  give  top 
priority  to  the  neediest  applicants. 

Carol  and  Paul  probably  will 
manage  to  get  through  college  one 
way  or  another.  Thousands  like 
them  may  not. 


Mansfield  proposes  eut 


in  U.S.  forees  in  Europe 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon,  calling  home  his 
two  top  NATO  leaders,  assembled 
his  forces  Thursday  to  defeat 
Senate  Democratic  leader  Mike 
Mansfield’s  proposal  to  cut  in  half 
U.S.  military  strength  in  Europe. 


As  Ambassador  Robert 
Ellsworth  and  Gen.  Andrew  J. 
Goodpaster,  NATO  commander, 
flew  to  Washington,  the  State 
Department  said  Mansfield’s  idea 
would  damage  the  Atlantic 
alliance  and  Senate  Republican 
leader  Hugh  Scott  predicted 
Nixon  would  veto  it  if  it  wins 
congressional  approval. 


Mansfield’s  proposal,  a rider  to 
Nixon’s  bill  to  extend  the  draft 
for  two  years,  will  be  voted  on 
Wednesday.  The  Montana 
Democrat  wants  to  withdraw 
150,000  American  troops  by  Dec.

Tots  to  play  violin 


One  of  the  area’s  most  unusual 
musical  groups  will  perform 
today. 

Twenty  beginning  violinists,  age 
four  to  seven,  will  play  at  6:30 
p.m.  in  the  Orchestra  Room, 
E-2  50  HFAC,  under  the 
“direction”  of  Steven  Goodman,  a 
member  of  the  BYU  Philharmonic 
Orchestra.  The  amazing  part  is 
that  these  children  have  never  had 
a music  lesson— at  least  in'  the 
conventional  sense. 

According  to  Goodman,  who 
has  been  tutoring  the  group  since 
February,  the  young  musicians  are 
learning  by  an  innovative  concept 
called  the  “Suzuki  Method,”  after 
a Japanese  violinist  who  is 
revolutionizing  techniques  of 
beginning  instruction. 

Instead  of  the  drudgery  of 
practicing  scales  and  learning 
notes  on  lines  the  children,  who 


hardly  even  know  their  ABC’s,  use 
their  ear  and  play 
back— byrote— simple  and  familiar 
tunes,  merged  with  a variety  of 
activities,  including  antiphonal 
playing,  marching  and  games. 

“One  of  the  most  exciting 
aspects,”  said  Goodman,  “is  the 
cooperation  and  interaction  of  the 
child  and  his  parent.  In  most  cases 
the  mother  is  involved  in  learning 
on  her  violin  along  with  the  child, 
and  they  teach  each  other  as  they 
go.  This  will  be  demonstrated  on 
our  program  Friday.” 

Goodman  reports  that  the 
success  of  the  Suzuki  Method  has 
aroused  widespread  interests  from 
parents  in  the  area  who  want  to 
involve  their  children  in  music.  He 
has  had  visitors  from  many 
different  parts  of  Utah.  A similar 
group  from  Ogden  performed  last 
month  in  the  Primary  Session  of 
General  Conference.

The  team  spent  three  months 
researching  and  writing  a script. 
After  visiting  Harvard,  Yale,  and 
the  American  Museum  in  New 
York,  they  were  not  satisfied  and 
were  told  to  go  to  Utah  where  Mr. 
Jensen  and  his  assistants  are 
digging  out  dinosaur  remains. 

Meeting  Mr.  Jensen  at  Mexican 
Hat  on  the  Colorado  River,  the 
film  team  threw  away  their  script 


the  second  day  because  of  the 
Utah  scenery  and  what  the  BYU 
expert  had  to  show  them  about 
dinosaurs. 

He  then  took  the  crew  through 
the  story  of  dinosaurs  according 
to  the  time  in  order  of  earth’s 
history.  Mr.  Jensen  included  some 
of  his  dinosaur  egg  collection 
(considered  the  best  in  the  world) 
and  even  some  unknown 
dinosaurs. 

“The  BBC  team  was  extremely 
excited  about  the  Utah  scenery,” 
reported  Mr.  Jensen,  “They  had 


never  seen  anything  like  it 
before.” 

From  Mexican  Hat  the  film 
team  worked  northward  as 
dinosaurs  are  found  in  various 
parts  of  the  state,  including  areas 
near  Dinosaur  National  Park 
where  Mr.  Jensen  has  been  digging 
up  the  world’s  largest  known 
dinosaur,  a Brachiosaurus. 

They  also  filmed  remains  of 
unknown  dinosaurs  found  near 
Bryce  Canyon,  an  area  just  below 
the  red  formations  that  represent 
the  beginning  of  mammals  and  the 


extinction  of  dinosaurs.  The 
dinosaurs  there  remain  a complete 
mystery,  according  to  Mr.  Jensen. 

The  crew  also  worked  around 
the  area  of  Moab,  Canyonlands 
National  Monument,  and 
Goosenecks  of  the  San  Juan  State 
Park  filming  geologic  formations. 

When  the  documentary  is 
completed,  the  BYU  Earth 
Sciences  Museum  will  receive  a 
complimentary  copy.  The  BBC 
may  release  the  documentary  to 
American  audiences  at  a later 
date,  Mr.  Jensen  reports.

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At  peace  talks 

Demands  modified 


PARIS  (UPI)  — Communist 
delegates  opened  the  fourth  year 
of  the  Vietnam  peace  talks  late 
yesterday  by  modifying  their 
demand  for  a June  30  pullout 
deadline  for  U.S.  troops  and 
calling  instead  for  a “discussion” 
of  an  American  withdrawal 
timetable.  The  U.S.  negotiators 
rejected  the  move. 

“We  found  nothing  new  in  it,” 
an  American  delegation 
spokesman  said  of  the  Communist 
proposal.  Both  sides  left  the 
113th  session  of  the  stalemated 
talks  accusing  the  other  of 
intransigence. 

U.S.  Chief  Negotiator  David  K. 
E.  Bruce  told  reporters  the 
Communists  still  made 
“unreasonable  demands.”  Both 
the  North  Vietnamese  and  Viet 
Cong  complained  Bruce  again 
failed  to  make  a withdrawal  date. 

The  United  States  offered  to  fly 
out  or  take  by  sea  1,700  North 
Vietnamese  prisoners  from  South 
Vietnamese  prisons  to  any 
country.  A press  spokesman  for 
the  U.S.  deflation  said  after  the 
conference  “we  know  there  are 

Black  Panthers 
innocent  in  N.Y. 

NEW  YORK  (UPI)  - Thirteen 
Black  Panthers,  on  trial  since  last 
September  on  charges  of 
conspiring  to  blow  up  police 
stations  and  department  stores 
and  attempting  to  murder  two 
policemen,  were  acquitted  on  all 
counts  yesterday. 

The  jury  of  eight  whites  and 
four  blacks  returned  the  verdict 
after  about  90  minutes  of 
deliberation.  It  ended  the  longest 
trial  in  New  York  State 
history— more  than  eight  months. 

Jury  foreman  James  Fox,  a 
5 7-year-old  black  musician, 
replied  “not  guilty”  as  the  court 
clerk  read  off  the  12  counts 
against  each  of  the  defendants, 
two  women  and  1 1 men,  about  17 
spectators  in  the  courtroom 
screamed  approval. 

Two  of  the  defendants,  Michael 
Tabor  and  Richard  Moore, 
disappeared  last  Feb.  8 while  free 
on  $150,000  bail  each  and  fled  to 
Algeria.  They  were  tried  in 
absentia. 

The  two  women  defendants, 
Mrs.  Afreni  Shakur,  who  is  eight 
months  pregnant,  and  Joan  Bird, 
wept  as  the  verdict  was  read.

Hanoi  negotiator  Xuan  Thuy, 
marking  his  1 ,00 1 st  day  in  Paris, 
did  not  answer  the  American  offer 
to  fly  out- North  Vietnamese 
prisoners.  But  he  said  any  U.S. 
attempts  to  discuss  U.S.  prisoners 
before  a U.S.  troop  withdrawal 
was  “putting  the  cart  before  the 
horse.” 

Bruce  also  called  again  for  a 
“cease-fire-in-place”  and  said  it 
“need  not  await  prisoners  releases 
or  discussions  oh  troop 
withdrawals.” 

Hoffman 

indicted 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Abbie 
Hoffman,  Yippie  leader  and 
longtime  opponent  of  the 
Vietnam  War,  was  indicted 
yesterday  on  federal  charges  for 
his  part  in  the  demonstrations 
here  last  week.  He  was  the  third 
protest  organizer  charged  with 
federal  offenses  in  connection 
with  the  demonstrations. 

Attorney  General  John  N. 
Mitchell  announced  that  Hoffman 
was  charged  in  a two-count 
indictment  with  interstate  travel 
to  organize  and  take  part  in  a riot 
and  obstructing  a policeman 
during  a demonstration  at  the 
capitol. 

The  maximum  penalty  on  each 
count  is  five  years  in  prison  and  a 
$10,000  fine. 

Two  of  Hoffman’s  fellow 
defendants  in  the  Chicago  seven 
trial— Rennie  Davis  and  John 
Froines— have  been  charged  with 
obstructing  a federal  employee  in 
performance  of  his  duty  and  with 
interfering  with  the  civil  rights  of 
other  persons. 

In  another  indictment 
yesterday,  Bradford  Lyttle  Jr., 
another  of  the  organizers  of  the 
antiwar  protests,  was  charged  with 
assaulting  a police  officer  with  a 
dangerous  weapon. 

The  first  count  against  Hoffman 
charged  that  he  traveled  to 
Washington  “with  intent  to 
organize,  promote,  encouraged, 
participate  in  and  carry  on  a riot.” 


Says  Boeing 


SST  restart  expensive 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
head  of  the  Boeing  Co.  said  today 
it  might  cost  up  to  $ 1 billion  for 
his  firm  to  restart  work  on  the 
supersonic  transport  SST  program 
which  was  given  a new  lease  on 
life  by  the  House  yesterday. 

Boeing’s  chairman,  William 
Allen,  told  a news  conference:  “I 
know  it  is  a shocking  figure  but  in 
this  business  you  just  don’t  turn  it 
on  and  off  like  a spigot.” 

The  company  shut  down 
production  on  two  prototype 
planes  after  the  House  and  Senate 
voted  seven  weeks  ago  against 
providing  further  funds.  But  in  a 
surprise  development,  the  House 
Wednesday  approved  an 
administration-backed  move 
which  would  allow  the  program  to 
proceed. 


Senate  Republican  leader  Hugh 
Scott  said  today  he  thought  the 
House  action  might  swing  a 
handful  of  former  Senate 
opponents  of  the  project  to  the 
administration’s  side. 

The  House  reversal  came  when 
administration  supporters  changed 
language  in  a supplemental 
appropriation  bill  closing  out  the 
project  into  an  authorization  for 
the  Boeing  company  to  go  ahead. 

At  his  Washington  news 
conference,  Allen  said  that  the 
added  costs  going  to  $1  billion 
would  come  from  renegotiating 
contracts  and  putting  back 
together  the  SST  production 
team. 

Scott  stopped  short  of  flatly 
predicting  the  Senate  would  go 
along  with  the  House  in  reviving 
the  SST.

On  May  20,  two  small  Gentral 
American  countries,  Honduras 
and  El  Salvador,  will,  it  is  hoped, 
take  the  Hrst  steps  back  from  a 
vest  pocket  war  which  came  close 
to  wrecking  the  new  world’s  most 
successful  attempt  at  a common 
market. 

The  war  was  a four-day  affair 
which  broke  out  in  July,  1969,  as 
result  of  Honduras’  eviction  of 
Salvadorean  migrants  from  a 
hundred-mile  stretch  of  disputed 
border. 

It  cost  the  two  countries  about 
1 ,000  dead  and  millions  of  dollars 
in  military  expenses. 

IT  BROUGHT  to  a standstill 
new  foreign  investment  in  the 
Gentral  American  common 
market  designed  to  integrate  the 
economies  of  El  Salvador, 
Honduras,  Guatemala,  Gosta  Rica 
and  Nicaragua  with  an  over-all 
population  of  15  million. 

The  marlcet  had  been 
responsible  for  an  enormous 
expansion  of  trade  among  the 


five,  going  from-  $71  million  in 
1963  to  $260  million  in  1969. 

Aside  from  damage  to  the 
common  market,  the  war  created 
special  hardships  for  both 
Honduras  and  El  Salvador. 

HONDURAS,  on  the  other 
hand,  proved  unable  to  find  other 
markets  for  the  beans,  com  and 
other  agricultural  products  it 
normally  sold  to  El  Salvador  and 
during  1 970  ran  up  a trade  deficit 
with  its  common  market  partners 
of  $40  million. 

It  subsequently  suspended  its 
participation  in  the  market  and 
threatened  to  go  it  alone. 

The  meeting  on  May  20 
therefore  takes  on  special 
urgency,  both  for  the  future  of 
the  market  and  to  provide  relief 
for  Honduras’  financial  straits.

Gollege  academic  gowns  are 
always  black,  but  there  are  many 
structural  differences  which 
appear  at  the  different  academic 
levels. 

The  bachelor  gown  is  composed 
of  fairly  straight  lines  falling  from 
an  elaborate  yoke.  The  sleeves  are 
long  and  pointed.  There  is  usually 
no  adornment  except  perhaps 
some  trace  of  the  school  colors. 

Until  1960  the  master’s  gown 
had  holes  in  the  sleeves  at  the 
elbows  permitting  the  arms  to 
come  through.  A long  heavy 
sleeve  falls  nearly  to  the  knee. 
This  necessitated  wearing  a dark 
suit  under  the  gown.  Since  that 
time,  the  gowns  have  been  revised 
to  include  an  opening  at  the  wrist 
which  can  be  fastened. 

The  doctor’s  gown  includes 
velvet  panels  down  the  front  and 
around  the  neck.  Three  bars  of 
velvet  adorn  the  bell  sleeves.  It  is  a 
much  fuller  than  the  other  two 
designs  and  can  include  much 
ornamentation.  Schools  such  as 
Harvard.  Princeton  and  Yale  use 


colored  robes  on  special 
occasions. 

The  most  informative  part  of 
the  entire  academic  costume  is  the 
hood.  It  was  originally  used  for 
warmth,  but  now  it  signifies  three 
things:  the  level  of  the  degree 
being  conferred,  the  department 
through  which  it  was  earned  and 
the  institution  awarding  it. 

These  bits  of  identification  are 
manifest  through  the  size,  shape 
and  width  of  the  trim  used  in  the 
construction  of  the  hood.  The 
hood  itself  and  its  lining  are 


representative  of  the  university.  In 
BYU’s  case,  the  hood  is  blue  with 
a white  lining. 

The  trim  which  extends  around 
the  entire  exposed  edge  of  the 
hood  is  colored  to  indicate  which 
college  is  awarding  the  degree. 

On  a bachelor’s  gown  the  trim  is 
two  inches  wide  with  a three  foot 
hood.  The  Trim  on  the  master’s 
gown  is  three  inches  wide,  and  the 
hood  is  three  and  one-half  feet. 
The  doctoral  candidates  wear 
hoods  four  feet  long  with 
five-inch  trim.

School  enrollment  was  also 
down  and  469  Catholic  schools 
closed  in  1970. 

The  number  of  ordained  priests 
decreased  by  1,031  to  58,161. 
The  number  of  nuns  and  brothers 
each  declined  by  1,467  to 
153,645  and  10,156,  respectively. 

The  new  figures  were  reported 
Wednesday  in  the  Official 
Catholic  Directory,  published  by 
P.J.  Kennedy  & Sons.  New  York.
